M arin County’s population has 
risen 31.6 per cent since the 1950 
census, according to revised fig­ 
ures released 
yesterday by the 
state D epartm ent of Finance. 
M arin’s population jumped 27,- 
081, bringing the total num ber of 
residents as of July 1, 1955, to 
112,700. Meanwhile, the state show­ 
ed a population gain^ of 23.1 per 
cent since April 1, 1950, and now 
boasts 13,035,000 persons. 
Population of the nine counties 
in the Bay Area was up 493,179, 
bringing 
the 
total 
to 3,174,500. 
M arin’s increase was third behind 
S anta Clara and San Mateo coun­ 
ties, which were up 46.4 and 43.1 
per cent, respectively. 
Eight California counties show­ 
ed estim ated populations this year 
th a t are less than the 1950 cen­ 
sus counts. 
They 
are 
Amador, 
Calaveras, Lake, Lassen, Mariposa, 
Nevada, Plum as and Tulare. 
Seven counties grew more than

H arry A. Tomlinson, who serves 
Mill Valley as both fiscal officer 
and city treasurer, last night de­ 
clared th a t he will not be a can­ 
didate for re-election as treasurer 
next year. 
Tomlinson advised members of 
the city council, meetinjg in in­ 
formal session to consider 
per­ 
sonnel problems, of his decision. 
His decision to 
give 
up 
the 
treasurer’s job is dictated by his 
feeling th a t a proper accounting 
system of checks and balances de­ 
m ands separation of the offices, 
he said. 
BACKED BY AUDITORS 
In this, he pointed out, he is 
supported by the city’s auditors 
(a San Francisco auditing firm ) 
who have repeatedly urged, in their 
annual audit reports, th a t the two 
offices should be separated. 
The office of city treasurer is 
elective. Election next April will 
be for a term of four years. In 
announcing his decision not to 
run, Tomlinson pointed out, he is 
in effect m aking it necessary for 
th e city to create a separate of­ 
fice of city treasurer, which, he 
indicated, should carry a salary of 
$300 to $350 a m onth. 
Tomlinson presently receives $50 
a m onth for work as treasurer, in 
addition to his salary of $440 as 
fiscal director. 
NEW WAGE SCALE 
A proposed new 
city 
salary 
scale, discussed favorably a t last 
n ight’s meeting, would set the fis­ 
cal director’s salary a t a top-sen- 
iority figure of $500, but Tom lin­ 
son asked the council to consider 
cutting his salary, under the pro­ 
posed new rates, by $20 adding the 
$20 to salaries of two members of 
his staff. 
In connection with the request 
for added com pensation 
to 
his 
staff members, Tomlinson pointed 
out th a t one member of the staff, 
who has 27 years experience, 
is 
receiving less money th a t a re­ 
latively inexperienced employee. 
In winding 
up 
his 
statm ent, 
Tomlinson told the council 
th at 
the office of city treasurer is be­ 
coming m ore complex. The treas­ 
urer serves ex-officio as treasurer 
of the assessm ent districts in the 
area, he pointed out. At present, 
this entails acting as treasurer of 
seven assessment districts in ad­ 
dition to handling duties of the 
city office, he said.

Cassidy gave this account of 
w hat happened: 
About 5:30 or 6 p.m., the two 
m en came in to shop, pushing the 
cart and filling it w ith groceries. 
One of them went outside to a 
parked station wagon, and the 
other then pushed the cart out 
the door of the store w ithout pay­ 
ing for the contents, then loaded 
the groceries into the vehicle.

CIO STAMPS 
APPOVAL ON 


AFL MERGER 


One Big Union 
Will Be Largest 
In Free World 


NEW YORK <m ) — The AFL 
and CIO merged today into a sin­ 
gle federation of 16 milion m em ­ 
bers—largest organized labor force 
in the free world. 
The CIO voted overwhelming 
approval in its final convention 
session today. 
The AFL endorsed the merger 
unanim ously in its convention in 
the Hotel Statler yesterday. 
The combined organization, to be 
known as the American Federation 
of Labor and Congress of Indus­ 
trial Organizations will m eet in 
convention here Monday. 
HEATED OPPOSITION 
The m erger ran into heated op­ 
position from Michael J. Quill, 
president of the CIO T ransport 
workers of America, claiming 90,- 
000 members. He said the CIO 
would 
find 
itself 
“under 
the 
thum b” of thé AFL. 
“This is a black day,” Quill de­ 
clared in the CIO debate. 
Quill charged th a t the proposed 
AFL-CIO 
constitution 
actually 
was a license th a t would perm it 
racial discrim ination, racketeering 
and interunion raiding. He asked 
why the m erger proposal had not 
been subm itted to the rank and 
file CIO m em bership for a refer­ 
endum vote. 
CIO President W alter Reuther, 
replying, said the constitution pro­ 
vided stronger safeguards than 
ever against racial discrim ination, 
racketeering and raiding. 
He accused Quill of lacking faith 
in the determ ination of the com- 
bind union to im plement the con­ 
stitution w ith spirit as well as 
words. 
George Meany, AFL president, 
will head the combined organiza­ 
tion. 
R euther, is expected to hold a 
m ajor post in the new organiza­ 
tion as head of its Industrial U n­ 
ion D epartm ent. 
INDUSTRIAL UNIONS 
This departm ent embraces the 
old CIO’s sphere of industrywide 
unions, such as those of the auto­ 
mobile and steel industries. 
B oth the industrial unions and 
the 
AFL 
unions, 
organized 
by 
crafts, such as carpenters and 
plumbers, will continue as before 
in the new setup, with their sta t­ 
us described as equal. 
The combined AFL-CIO will go 
jinto 
a single convention from 
Monday through Friday next week 
in the 71st Regim ent Armory.

SAN FRANCISCO (JP) — A new 
storm , charted about 1,000 miles 
off the Oregon coast this morning, 
probably will bring rain to Cali­ 
fornia tomorrow as far south as 
S anta Rosa and Red Bluff. 
The W eather Bureau predicted 
frost in most of the valleys to­ 
night. 
Rain fell yesterday over most 
of California. 


Faure Disbands 
French Assembly 


PARIS ((U.P.)) — Prem ier Edgar 
Faure disbanded the French Na­ 
tional Assembly today in a con­ 
troversial political stroke th a t ab­ 
ruptly ended its th rea t to unseat 
him as premier. 
The Assembly ceased to exist 
w ith publication of the decree in 
the “Journal Official.” France im ­ 
m ediately prepared for elections 
on New Y ear’s Day. 
Faure called a press conference 
for today to explain his move, 
which was condemmed by his pol­ 
itical enemies as a “coup de force” 
—riding roughshod over the will of 
Parliam ent. 
The Council of State, France’s 
supreme constitutional court, call­ 
ed a hurried session to try to 
find a loophole to prevent the 
elections falling on such an u n ­ 
popular date—th e m orning after 
for the 40 million Frenchm en. 
The council hoped to set the elec­ 
tions for a week later. 
French voters have been per­ 
plexed for a week by the rapid- 
fire political moves th a t exploded 
into one of 
the 
gravest 
crises 
since 1887 when last a Parliam ent 
was dissolved by such a decree. 
Dissolution of Parliam ent was 
the second tim e in two days Faure 
had left the hostile deputies gasp­ 
ing. They voted no confidence in 


his government Tuesday and went 
hom e to bed, confident he would 
resign. 


But Faure looked up a constitu­ 
tional provision which said he 
could fire Parliam ent if two prem ­ 
iers were voted out of office in 
18 m onths. So he announced his 
decision.

Some New 
Car Plates 
Issued Here 


A trickle of California’s new 
three - letter, three - num ber auto 
license plates was seen in M arin 
today, but distribution to the pub­ 
lic a t large will not come until 
after Christm as. 
This was the word from Ennis 
Scott, m anager of the California 
D epartm ent of M otor Vehicles in 
San Rafael. New plates are being 
issued to a few persons to whom 
cars have been recently tran s­ 
ferred. “Potentials” (license bills) 
have been mailed to owners of 
trailers and trucks, and they may 
secure their new plates as soon as 
they receive the bills. 
Potentials to most passenger car 
owners will be mailed later this 
month, Scott said. Until then his 
office will be unable to handle a 
large volume of license-seekers. 
C alifornia’s 1956 license plates 
will be different for the first time 
in years. Instead of the fam iliar 
single num ber, letter and multiple 
num ber com binations (such as 5B 
33 178) 
next year’s plates will 
carry three letters, a dash and 
three num bers (KYJ-057). 
However, the departm ent of mo­ 
tor vehicles said, persons will not 
be able to request specific combin­ 
ations such as SAM-000 since (1) 
it would place too much of a bur­ 
den upon departm ent personnel 
and (2) some combinations, such 
at RA T-176, are considered ob­ 
jectionable.

Strangles To 


Death In Cell 


A San Q uentin inm ate, slated to 
be paroled from prison w ithin four 
m onths, apparently committed sui­ 
cide today in his cell. 
Edward Eulalio Romero, 27, was 
found dead a t 7:20 a.m. when cor­ 
rectional officers came to unlock 
his cell in the prison’s east cell 
block. 
M arin Coroner F rank J. Keaton, 
who is perform ing an autopsy, said 
Romero apparently died of self- 
inflicted strangulation. A strand of 
covered electrical wire was tied to 
the head of the bed and around 
Romero’s neck. 
K eaton said four razor blades, 
held together, were apparently used 
by Romero to slash his abdomen. 
He said there were five or six 
incision m arks on the inm ate’s 
body. 
Romero, alone in his cell, prob­ 
ably died shortly before his body 
was discovered. 
Prison officials said there was 
nothing to indicate why Romero 
took his life. He h ad n ’t been a dis­ 
ciplinary problem since he came to 
San Q uentin M arch 19, 1953, on a 
grand theft conviction from Fres­ 
no County. He hacl been working 
in the prison’s cotton textile mill. 
Romero was scheduled to be 
paroled from San Q uentin M arch 
19.

Hamilton Won't 


Fight Novato 
Field Expansion 


A long-standing impression th a t 
Ham ilton Air Force Base will re­ 
fuse to perm it a commercial-sized 
airport a t Novato was dispelled 
yesterday by the base commander, 
Col. W ilton H. Earle. 
In April, the form er base com­ 
m ander, Col. George Anderson, 
was quoted as saying th a t the Air 
Force could not allow a Class 3 
airport a t Novato. (Class 3 requires 
a 4,700-foot runw ay; the Novato 
airport has two runways—one 2,000 
feet, the other 3,000 feet). 
The M arin County Airport at 
Novato 
“is 
an 
emergency 
go- 
around area for Ham ilton jets,” 
the form er commander insisted. 
B ut Colonel Earle yesterday dis­ 
closed th a t the base has no objec­ 
tion to a lajrge airport being estab­ 
lished a t Novato, wrhich is sev­ 
eral miles north of the Air Force 
base. 
Civilian planes do not interfere 
with the m ilitary flight operations, 
he said, since they reach a suf­ 
ficiently high altitude when over 
the area. 
H am ilton would, however, object 
to the establishm ent of an airport 
using instrum ent facilities there. 
The Air Force will not interfere, 
he pledged, so long as Novato re­ 
m ains a “visual” airport. (Instru­ 
m ent facilities, such as are used 
a t big airports like San Francisco 
International, refer to the elec­ 
tronic equipm ent used to guide 
pilots in low-visibility weather. A 
“visual” landing field is one used 
only under good visibility con­ 
ditions). 
The airport a t Novato has often 
been m entioned as possibly the 
best site for a county airport. It 
has a north-south runway 2,000 
feet long and an east-w est runw ay 
of 3,000 feet. Both runways would 
be extended to from 3,700 to 4,700 
feet if the field is made a third 
class airport.

Marins Population 
Up 27,081 Since 50 


Marin County’s population has 
risen 31.6 per cent since the 1950 
census, according to revised fig­ 
ures released yesterday by ttie 
state Department of Finance. 
Marin’? population jumped 27,- 
081, bringing the total number of 
residents as of July 1, 1955, to 
112,700. Meanwhile, the state show­ 
ed a population gain of 23.1 per 
cent since April 1, Ififeo, and now 
boasts 13,035,000 persons. 
Population of the nine counties 
!n the Bay Area was up 493,179, 
bringing the total to 3,174,500. 
Marin’s increase was third behind 
Santa Clara and San Mateo coim- 
ties, which were up 46.4 and 43.1 
per cent, respectively. 
Eght California counties show­ 
ed estimated populations this year 
that are less than the 1950 cen­ 
sus counts. They are Amador, 
Calaveras, Lake, Lassen, Mariposa, 
Nevada. Plumas and Triare. 
Seven counties grew more than 


100,000 in population since 1950, 
the report shows. They are Los 
Angeles, San Diego, Santa Clara, 
Orange, Alameda, San Mateo and 
Sacramento. 
The report is used by the de- 
I partment of finance to compute 
needs of the state insofar as the 
budget is concemed, to determine 
areas where needs arf greatest 
and for many other purposes.

Won't Run 


Harry A. Tomlinson, who serves 
Mill Valley as both fiscal officer 
and city treasurer, last night de­ 
clared t.iat he will not be a caji- 
didate fn* re-election as treasurer 
next ye ir. 
Tomlinson advised members of 
the city council, meeting in in­ 
formal session to consider per­ 
sonnel problems, of his decision. 
His decision to give up the 
treasurer's job is dictated by his 
feeling that a proper accounting 
system of checks and balances de­ 
mands sepeiratlon of the offices, 
he said. 
BACKED BY AUDITOKS 
In this, he pointed out, he is 
supported by the city’s auditors 
(a San Francisco auditing firm) 
who have repeatedly urged, in their 
annual audit reports, that the two 
offices should be separated. 
The office of city treasurer is 
.elective. Election next April will 
be for a term of four years. In 
announcing his decision not to 
run, Twnlinson pointed out, he is 
In effect making it necessary for 
the city to create a separate of­ 
fice of city treasurer, which, he 
indicated, should carry a salary of 
$300 to $350 a month. 
Tomlinson presently receives $50 
a month for work as treasurer, in 
additi(»i to his salary of $440 as 
fiscal director. 
NEW WAGE SCALE 
A proposed new city salary 
scale, discussed favorably at last 
night’s meeting, would set the fis­ 
cal director’s salary at a top-sen- 
iority figme of $500, but Tomlin­ 
son asked the council to consider 
cutting his salary, under the pro­ 
posed new rates, by $20 adding the 
$20 to salaries of two members of 
his staff. 
In connection with the request 
for added compensation to his 
staff members, Tomlinson pointed 
out that one member of the staff, 
who has 27 years experience, is 
receiving less money that a re­ 
latively inexperienced employee. 
In winding up his statment, 
Tomlinson told the council that 
the office of city treasurer is be­ 
coming more complex. The treas­ 
urer serves ex-officio as treasurer 
of the assessment districts in the 
area, he pointed out. At present, 
this entails acting as treasurer of 
seven assessment districts in ad­ 
dition to handling duties of the 
city office, he said. 


FLED WITH GROCERIES 
Two Mill Valley Men 


Charged In Food Theft 


Two Mill Valley men, one a 
teacher, were arrested last night 
on a charge of taking groceries 
from Bel Aire supermarket with­ 
out paying, then speeding away 
with a clerk in pursuit. 
Scheduled to be arraigned in 
Marin Municipal Court this after­ 
noon were George D. Roberts Jr., 
31, of 678 Northern avenue. Mill 
Valley, and Donald James Hume, 
43, of the same addre.ss. Roberts is 
a teacher in Corte Madera, and 
Hume works at a San Francisco 
department store. Charged with 
burglary, they were released on 
$1,000 bail each last night after 
being booked in county Jail. 
Paul C. Cassidy, a olerk at the 
Brice Bros. Market in Bel Aire, 
came to the sheriff’s office about 
11:30 a.m. yesterday to report 
that the two suspects had nearly 
run him down in their getaway 
Wednesday evening. 
Cassidy gave this account of 
what happened: 
About 5:30 or 6 p.m., the two 
men came in to shop, pushing the 
cart and filling it with groceries. 
One of them went outside to a 
parked station wagon, and the 
other then pushed the cart out 
the doOT of the store without pay­ 
ing for the contents, then loaded 
the groceries into the vehicle. 


Cassidy said he went out and 
told the men to wait. But Roberts 
got inside and started the car, 
whereupon Cassidy went behind 
the vehicle to take down the li­ 
cense number. He said the sta­ 
tion wagon backed toward him 
and he had to jump away*to avoid 
being hit. Cassidy then grabbed 
the door and hung on while the 
car sped toward the gate. The 
clerk said he had to jump off 
for fear of being brushed against 
a brick post at the outside gate. 
I^e' gave chase in a car but lost 
sight of the station wagon in Mill 
Valley. 
Sheriff’s deputies traced Roberts 
through the license number and 
arrested him at his home about 
8 pjn. yesterday. Officers found 
at Roberts’ home food including 
butter, cheese, eggs, fish and a 
canned ham, which they took as 
evidence. Hume was taken into 
custody at the Greyhound bus 
station later, as he came in on a 
bus. 
According to investigators, Rob­ 
erts said he assumed the grocer­ 
ies were paid for. Later, when he 
realized they were not, he fled 
because he did not want to be 
accused and arrested, oflicers re­ 
ported he said. 


Another Storm

Foure Disbands 
French Assembly 


PARIS ((U.R)) — Premier Edgar 
Faure disbanded the French Na­ 
tional Assembly today in a con­ 
troversial political stroke that ab­ 
ruptly ended its threat to unseat 
him as premier. 
* 
The Assembly ceased to exist 
with publication of the decree in 
the “Journal Official.’’ Prance Im­ 
mediately prepared for elections 
on New Year’s Day. 
Faure called a press conference 
for today to explain his move, 
which was condemmed by his pol­ 
itical enemies as a “coup de force” 
—riding roughshod over the will of 
Parliament. 
The Council of State, Prance’s 
supreme constitutional court, call­ 
ed a hurried session to try to 
find a loophole to prevent the 
elections falling on such an un­ 
popular date—the morning after 
for the 40 million Frenchmen. 
The council hoped to set the elec­ 
tions for a week later. 
French voters have been per­ 
plexed for a week by the rapid- 
fire political moves that exploded 
into one of the gravest crises 
since 1887 when last a Parliament 
was dissolved by such a decree. 
Dissolution of Parliament was 
the second time in two days Faure 
had left the hostile deputies gasp­ 
ing. They voted no confidence in 


his government Tuesday and went 
home to bed, confident he would 
resign. 
But Faure looked up a constitu­ 
tional provision which said he 
could fire Parliament if two prem­ 
iers were voted out of office in 
18 months. So he announced his 
decision.

Some New 
Car Plates 
Issued Here 
A trickle of California’s new 
three - letter, three - number auto 
license plates was seen in Marin 
today, but distribution to the pub­ 
lic at large will not come until 
after Christmas. 
This was the word from Ennis 
Scott, manager of the California 
Department of Motor Vehicles in 
San Rafael. New plates are being 
issued to a few persons to whom 
cars have been recently trans­ 
ferred. “Potentials” (license bills) 
have been mailed to owners of 
trailers and trucks, and they may 
secure their new plates as soon as 
they receive the bills. 
Potentials to most passenger car 
owners will be mailed later this 
month, Scott said. Until then his 
office will be unable to handle a 
large volume of license-seekers. 
California’s 1956 license plates 
will be different for the first time 
in years. Instead of the familiar 
single number, letter and multiple 
number combinations (such as 5B 
33 178) next year’s plates will 
carry three letters, a dash and 
three numbers (KYJ-057). 
However, the department of mo­ 
tor vehicles said, persons will not 
be able to request specific combin­ 
ations such as SAM-000 since (1) 
it would place too much of a bur­ 
den upon department personnel 
and (2) some combinations, such 
at RAT-176, are considered ob- 
JecUonabla. 


CIO STAMPS 


APPOVAL ON 
AFL MERGER 


One Big Union 
Will Be Largest 
In Free World 


NEW YORK ((jiR) — The AFL 
and CIO merged today into a sin­ 
gle federation of 10 milion mem­ 
bers—largest organized labor force 
in the free world. 
’The CIO voted overwhelming 
approval in its final convention 
session today. 
The APL endorsed the merger 
unanimously in its convention in 
the Hotel Statler yesterday. 
The combined organization, to be 
known as the American Federation 
of Labor and Congress of Indus­ 
trial Organizations will meet in 
convention here Monday. 
HEATED OPPOSITION 
The merger ran into heated op­ 
position from Michael J. Quill, 
president of the CIO Transport 
workers of America, claiming 90,- 
000 members. He said the CIO 
would find itself “under the 
thumb” of thé AFL. 
“This is a black day,” Quill de­ 
clared in the CIO debate. 
Quill charged that the proposed 
AFL-CIO constitution actually 
was a license that would permit 
racial discrimination, racketeering 
and interunion raiding. He asked 
why the merger proposal had not 
been submitted to the rank and 
file CIO membership for a refer­ 
endum vote. 
CIO President Walter Reuther, 
replying, said the constitution pro­ 
vided stronger safeguards than 
ever against racial discrimination, 
racketeering and raiding. 
He accused Quill of lacking faith 
in the determination of the com- 
blnd union to implement the con­ 
stitution with spirit as well as 
words. 
George Meany, AFL president. 
will head the combined organiza­ 
tion.Reuther, Is expected to hold a 
major post in the new organiza- 
tion as head of Its Industrial Un­ 
ion Department. 
INDUSTRIAL UNIONS 
Tiis department embraces the 
old CIO’s sphere of industrywide 
unions, such as those of the auto­ 
mobile and steel industries. 
Both the industrial unions and 
the AFL unions, organized by 
crafts, such as carpenters and 
plumbers, will continue as before 
in the new setup, with their stat­ 
us described as equal. 
The combined AFL-CIO will go 
,4nto a single convention from 
Monday through Friday next week 
in the 71st Regiment Armory.

Quentin Inmate 


Strangles To 
Death In Cell 
A San Quentin inmate, slated to 
be paroled from prison within four 
months, apparently committed sui­ 
cide today in his cell. 
Edward Eulalio Romero, 27, was 
found dead at 7:20 a.m. when cor­ 
rectional officers came to unlock 
his cell in the prison’s east cell 
block. 
Marin Coroner Frank J. Keaton, 
who is performing an autopsy, said 
Romero apparently died of self- 
inñicted strangulation. A strand of 
covered electrical wire was tied to 
the head of the bed and around 
Romero’s neck. 
Keaton said four razor blades, 
held together, were apparently used 
by Eomero to slash his abdomen. 
He said there were five or six 
incision marks on the inmate’s 
body. 
Romero, alone In his ceñ, prob­ 
ably died shortly before his body 
was discovered. 
Prison officials said there was 
nothing to indicate why Romero 
took his life. He hadn’t been a dis­ 
ciplinary problem since he came to 
San Quentin March 19, 1953, on a 
grand theft conviction from Fres­ 
no County. He had been working 
in the prison’s cotton textile mill. 
Romero was scheduled to be 
paroled from San Quentin March 
19.

Hamilton Won't 
Fight Novato 
Field Expansion 
A long-standing impression that 
Hamilton Air Force Base will re- 
fuee to permit a commercial-sized 
airport at Novato was dispelled 
yesterday by the base commander. 
Col. Wilton H. Earle. 
In April, the former base com­ 
mander, Col. George Anderson, 
was quoted as saying that the Air 
Force could not allow a Class 3 
airport at Novato. (Class 3 requires 
a 4,700-foot runway; the Novato 
airport has two runways—one 2,000 
feet, the other 3,000 feet). 
The Marin County Airport at 
Novato “is an emergency go- 
around area for Hamilton Jets,” 
the former commander insisted. 
But Colonel Earle yesterday dis­ 
closed that the base has no objec­ 
tion to a lafge airport being estab­ 
lished at Novato, which Is sev­ 
eral miles north of the Air Force 
base.Civilian planes do not interfere 
with the military flight operations, 
he said, since they reach a suf­ 
ficiently high altitude when over 
the area. 
Hamilton would, however, object 
to the establishment of an airport 
using instrument facilities there. 
'The Air Force will not interfere, 
he pledged, so long as Novato re­ 
mains a “visual” airport. (Instru­ 
ment facillsies, such as are used 
at big airports like San Prancisco 
International, refer to the elec­ 
tronic equipment used to guide 
pilots in low-visibility weather. A 
“visual” landing field is one used 
only under good visibility con­ 
ditions). 
'The airport at Novato has often 
been mentioned as possibly the 
best site for a county airport. It 
has a north-south runway 2,000 
feet long and an east-west runway 
of 3,000 feet. Both runways would 
be extended to from 3,700 to 4,700 
feet if the field is made a third 
class airport. 


STORES OPEN 
LATE TODAY 
Most stores in San Rafael 
and Novato will remain open 
until 9 p.m. today as the tempo 
of Christmas shopping begins 
to pick up speed.

OAKLAND (JP)—A grisly photo­ 
graph showing the crushed skull 
of 14-year-old Stephanie Bryan 
was introduced today in the mur­ 
der trial of Burton Abbott. Angry 
defense attorneys protested im­ 
mediately. 
Stanley Whitney, chief defense 
counsel, charged the picture was 
offered to “ inflame and create 
prejudice against this defendant,” 
pointing to the 27-year-old Univer­ 
sity of California accounting stu­ 
dent. 
The jury was sent from the 
room w'hile opposing counsel ar­ 
gued. 
“Unfortunately the facts in this 
case are very gruesome, through 
no fault of ours,” said Dist. Atty. 
J. Frank Coakley. 
Judge Charles Wade Snook ad­ 
mitted the photograph for identi­ 
fication only. This barred it from 
the jurors’ eyes at least for the 
present. He did the same with 
another photograph, purporting to 
show Stephanie’s torn panties tied 
tightly in a knot around her neck. 
A prosecution witness described 
in shuddering detail the decom­ 
posed condition of the girl’s body 
when found July 20 on a Trinity 


County hill near Abbott’s vaca­ 
tion cabin. 
Defense 
attorneys sought 
re­ 
peatedly 
to 
cut 
his 
recitation 
short. Abbott seemed outwardly 
unperturbed and looked with ap­ 
parent indefference at the two 
grisly photographs. 
The testimony came from Dr. 
George

formed the autopsy in Redding. 
He said there were two holes 
in the back of the head. There 
was a six-inch fracture line run­ 
ning from the back to near the 
left ear. The girl’s internal organs 
were missing because of decompo­ 
sition. 
Dr. Loquvam repeatedly turned 
toward the jury and pointed to 
; parts of his own body as he testi­ 
fied. At one point he put both of 
his arms, palms outward, in front 
of his face as though warding off 
a blow. He said that was the posi­ 
tion of Stephanie’s arms when her 
body wras found.

OAKLAND ( m — A grisly photo­ 
graph showing the crushed skull 
of 14-year-old Stephanie Bryan 
was introduced today iii the m ur­ 
der trial of Burton Abbott. Angry 
defense attorneys protested im­ 
mediately. 
Stanley Whitney, chief defense 
counsel, charged the picture was 
offered to “inflame and create 
prejudice against this defendant,’* 
pointing to the 27-year-old Univer­ 
sity of California accounting stu­ 
dent. 
The jury was sent from the 
room w'hile opposing counsel ar­ 
gued. 
“Unfortunately the facts in this 
case are very gruesome, through 
no fault of ours,” said Dist. Atty. 
J. Frank Coakley. 
Judge Charles Wade Snook ad­ 
mitted the photograph for identi­ 
fication only. This barred it from 
the jurors’ eyes at least for the 
present. He did the same with 
another photograph, purporting to 
show Stephanie’s torn panties tied 
tightly in a knot around her neck. 
A prosecution witness described 
in shuddering detail the decom­ 
posed condition of the girl’s body 
when found July 20 on a Trinity 


County hill near Abbott’s vaca­ 
tion cabin. 
Defense 
attorneys sought re­ 
peatedly 
to cut 
his 
recitation 
short. Abbott seemed outwardly 
unperturbed and looked with ap­ 
parent indefference at the tw'o 
grisly photographs. 
The testimony came from Dr. 
George 
S. 
Loquvam 
who per­ 
formed the autopsy in Redding. 
He said there were two holes 
in the back of the head. There 
was a six-inch fracture line run­ 
ning from the back to near the 
left car. The girl’s internal organs 
were missing because of decompo­ 
sition.

Mullen had given similar state­ 
ments to those contained In the 
confessions taken Sept. 3 at Fol­ 
som, Heinze said he sent the af­ 
fidavits to O'Shea, the proeecutlng 
attorney dur'tag thO' Sm.ith-Anen. 
trial. 
Heinze^ testified 
that 
O'Shea 
consMered the inmates’ delayed 
confession to the murder as “ob­ 
vious efforts’* to aid the doomed 
pair. For 'that reason, Heinze con­ 
tinued, O’Shea said that his office 
“does not contemplate 
further 
action on these latest statements." 
Patterson and Mullen told yes­ 
terday about the fight In the pri­ 
son barbershop that led to Borton’s 
death. They said Smith and Allen 


stepped In only to separate the 
fighters. 


Borton was chopped and cut to 
death by a hatehet and a prison- 
made knife. The fight was over

and

Shocking Conditions At 
Nursing Homes Claimed 


SAN FRANCISCO (Ü.R) — Shock­ 
ing stories of bru'taltty, i'nattentlO'n. 
and filth at private nursing homes 
for the aged and mentally retarded 
in Sa'nta Clara and Santa^ Cruz 
counties were related yesterday 
before a state Senate Interim Com­ 
mittee on Public Health. 
Tw'o 'W'i.toe:sse.s told the commit­ 
tee they had seen elderly and 
handicapped persons mistreated 
and beaten and living in conditions 
“not fit for a dog.” 
One of the witnesses was Mrs. 
Fledder Faust, 6'0',. a pr.acii€al 
nurse who worked for three weeks 
at the Lexington House in Los 
Gatos. .She .said she saw' patien.ts< 
“beaten, slapped around and their 
fingers bent back.” 
Tlie Lexington Is operated by 
Mr. and Mrs. Anthony Madonia, 
she said. 


PATIENTS BRUISED 
“So many of the patients were 
bruised, I got curious,” Mrs. Faust 
testified. “The operators of the 
home told me they had fallen out 
of bed. 
“I saw a man with his eye black­ 
ened and who had a bad leg fall 
on the 'Way 'to' Ui'O bathroo.m... Mr'.s. 
Madonia took him by the head 
and drf^ged him to the bathroom. 
“I saw her (Mrs. Madonia) slap 
another patient in the mouth and 
bend his 'fingers back.” 
Mrs. F^ust said she saw Madon­ 
ia strike .a male patient in the 
mouth on another occasion. 
“I was taking the patient out- 
doors when Mr. Ma'dO'nla said he 
would take him out. I heard the 
patient cry, and saw him being hit 
in the mouth. His lips were swol­ 
len when I saw him later on.”

“shocked,” at 'the c.h.argcs.,

“It’i all a lie,” Mrs. Madonia 
said.

Henry Landmann, who operates 
a Santa Cruz rest home, told the 
committee he visited about a doz­ 
en nursing homes and “found con­ 
ditions of filth and neglect I 
wouldn’t put my dog in. 
“One home advertises 24-hour 
care for patients, but they are 
left alone after 10 o’clock at night. 
If they are found dead in the 


morning, that’s Just too bad.” 
Landmann said he found. no 
sterillzatioa ÍEicilities ki one Santa 
Cruz home where medicine often 
must be administered by hypo­ 
dermic needle. 
Mrs. Georgy a Ash, chairman of 
the Penii^ula Council of the Cali­ 
fornia A,san,. of Nur'sing Homes, 
Sanitariums and Homes for the 
Aged, said conditions described by 
other 'wi'tne.sses 'do .not ex'lst in, 
“more than 10 per cent of the 
homes, but I know the laws are

Only the district attorney can act.”

McCollister Says State N o t 
Likely To Take Miracle Mile 


Chances that the state would 
take over the Miracle Mile are 
“not particularly good, but fair,” 
Assemblyman Richard McCollister 
of Sleepy Hollow told the San An- 
selmo Chamber of Commerce at a 
luncheon yesterday at the Ranch 
House. 
Marin’s representative to the 
state Assembly declared that Marin 
Sen. Jack McCarthy and he will 
present bills asking the state to 
take over and improve the Miracle 
Mile, along with Sir Francis Drake 
East from Greenbrae to San Quen­ 
tin road. 
But McCollister pointed out that 
no action is likely for at least tv*o 
years, and even then, the Miracle 
Mile has only a “fair chance” of 
getting favorable action. He gave 
these reasons for his somewhat 
pessimistic report: 


NO STATE FUNDS 
1. There are no existing state 
funds to take over and maintain 
the Miracle Mile. 
2. The county has set top prior­ 
ity on the 1.7 miles of Sir Francis 
Drake East from Greenbrae to 
San Quentin road. The Miracle 
Mile comes second in priority. 
When the Legislature considers re­ 
quests from 58 counties, even if it 
did accept Marin’s request, only 
the first priority may get through. 
3. McCollister heard some unfav­ 


orable private comments from state 
highway 
officials 
at 
Tuesday’s 
meeting of the Joint Interim Com­ 
mittee on Transportation held in 
San Francisco. 
‘SO WHAT?' 
When the Assemblyman pointed 
out to a high-ranking highway 
official th^t the Miracle Mile car­ 
ries more traffic than Highway 101 
through San Rafael, the highway 
official 
commented, “So 
what? 
That’s local traffic.” 
McCollister explained that state 
officials are interested primarily 
in state thoroughfares and less 
inclined to notice local areas even 
though traffic is heavy. 
Even if all goes well, no action 
is possible for two years for this 
reason: The next session of the 
Legislature next spring will con­ 
sider only finance matters already 
on the agenda. The next session 
where topics such as the Miracle 
Mile can be debated is in 1957. 
“It is not pleasadt for me to 
bring this report to you,” McCol­ 
lister admitted. But he wanted to 
report the facts as he saw it, and 
the Miracle Mile has “only a fair 
chance of being taken off the 
shoulders of the cities and County 
of Marin.” 
FRANK REPORT 
Chairman A. N. Nipper thanked 
McCollister for the frank report. 


Said Mayor Arthur Smith, “What 
you told us wasn’t exactly what I 
had hoped to hear. But we appre­ 
ciate your laying the cards frank­ 
ly before us.” 
McCollister agreed that San An- 
selmo may have a slightly better 
chance of getting action on the 
Miracle Mile if the priority were 
changed to the top spot. But this 
is rather difficult now because the 
county has gone on record as set­ 
ting Sir Francis Drake East as top 
priority. 
The Assemblyman outlined sev­ 
eral other moves that could be 
made to help action on the Miracle 
Mile. One would be for cities to 
push legislation that would require 
the county to spend a certain 
amount of its gas tax funds within 
each city. At present, the county 
may do so but does not have to. 


Another method would be to get 
tpe state to equalize local partici­ 
pation. In other words, each city 
would be required to put up a 
certain amount of money from lo­ 
cal taxes for road improvement be­ 
fore the state would put up a 
certain percentage. At present, 
some cities spend almost nothing 
from their local taxes on roads, 
whereas others put in about 70 to 
80 per cent of their road improve­ 
ment costs from local taxes. 


Larkspur Clerk 
Asks Study Of 
Unpaved Roads 


Proposal that a study be insti­ 


gated of cities’ problems regarding 
improvement of unpaved streets 
on which homes already have been 
built, was put before the Joint 
Interim Committee^on Transpor­ 
tation by a Larkspur city official. 


Russ Lauterwasser, city clerk, 
represented larkspur at the hear­ 
ing in San Francisco. He told the 
legislators that he was constantly 
receiving requests for maintenance 
or construction work on unpaved 
streets never accepted by the city 
for maintenance.

“We feel that as long as the city 
keeps these streets open to the 
satisfaction of the property own­ 
ers, they probably will never con­ 
cern themselves with construction 
of paved streets,” Lauterwasser 
said. 


He proposed that the study be 
made to “determine the best solu­ 
tion” to “present the findings and 
recommendations, and encourage 
the property owners to make the 
necessary improvements.”

S. F. County 
Slips To 4th 
In Population 


SACRAMENTO UP) — San Fran­ 
cisco apparently has slipped from 
the state’s second most populous 
county to its fourth in the past 
five years. 
That was the verdict of the state 
Finance Department yesterday in 
statewide population estimates. 
The department’s figures kept 
Los Angeles County in first place 
with 5,176,000 residents, Alameda 
moved from third to second with 
852,700; San Diego from fourth to 
third with 819,300 and San Fran­ 
cisco was fourth with 794,900. 
While San Francisco County in­ 
dividually was surpassed in the 
population race, the nine-county 
San Francisco Bay Area — along 
with the Los Angeles region- 
showed the biggest increase since 
1950 and is expected to keep the 
lead for at least five more years, 
the department said.

In Population 
SACRAMENTO WPl —San Fran­ 
cisco apparently has slipped from 
the state’s second most populous 
county to its fourth in the past 
five years.

Finance Department yesterday In 
statewide population estimates. 
The department’s figures kept 
Los Angeles County in first place 
with 5,176,000 residents, Alameda 
moved from third to second with 
852,700; San Diego from fourth to 
third with 819,300 and San Fran­ 
cisco was fourth with 7944KX). 
While San Francisco County in­ 
dividually was surpassed in the 
population race, the nine-county 
San Francisco Bay Area — along 
with the Los Angeles region- 
showed the biggest increase since 
1950 and is expected to keep the 
lead for at least five more years, 
the department said.

In other words, each city 
would be required to put up a 
pertain amount of money from lo­ 
cal taxes for road improvement be­ 
fore the state would put up a 
certain percentage. At present, 
some cities spend almost nothing 
from their local taxes on roads, 
whereas others put In about 70 to 
80 per cent of their road improve­ 
ment costs from local taxes.

Proposal that a study be insti­ 
gated of cities’ problems regarding 
improvement of unpaved streets 
on which homes already have been 
built, was put before the Joint 
Interim Committee^on Transpor­ 
tation by a Larkspur city official. 
Russ Lauterwasser, city clerk, 
jepresented I^arkspur at the hear­ 
ing in San Francisco. He told the 
legislators that he was constantly 
receiving requests for maintenance 
or construction work on unpaved 
streets never accepted by the city 
for maintenance.

Pinned Below 9 Hours 


SOLOMONS, Mri. (JP) — Amazing 
Jo« 
Tallarico, 
apparently 
un­ 
harmed after being trapped nearly 
nine hours in the chilly depths of 
the Patuxent River, said today, 
“I’m ready to go down again right 
away.” 
The 
35-year-old 
Navy 
diver 
walker unassisted last night from 
a decompression chamber where 
he had spent four hours after 
being lifted from the floor of the 
river, 120 feet down. 
Tallarico, a former Chicagoan 
with 10 years’ experience as a 
diver, was caught below when his 
lines became fouled on an anchor 
attached to a test mine he had 
gone down to recover. 
Fifteen 
other 
Navy 
divers 
worked in relays to free him from 
waters off the naval ordnance 
laboratory test facility about 70 
miles southeast of Washington. 
Afterwards, Tallarico told news­ 
men: 
“The toughest part was the cold. 
After I had been down four hours 
I got disgusted—I thought I never 
would come up again. 
“Did I say any prayers? Plenty 
of them.” 
Tallarico’s 
slender, 
dark-eyed 
wife, Carmela, pressed through the 
circle of newsmen and rushed in­ 
to her husband’s arms. Joe kissed 
her fervently. 
Tallarico dived from a Navy 
launch yesterday morning for a 


routine job, requiring not more 
than 18 minutes. 
He had been in the water about 
15 minutes when he reported his 
air hose fouled around the anchor. 
Boatswains Mate William G. 
Fisher of Williamsport, Pa., went 
down and found Tallarico literally 
pinned to the mine. 
Other divers went down, one 
after the other, but could not even 
reach Tallarico in the now-rushing 
tide. 
Finally 
Chief 
Gunners 
Mate 
Gray Renegar managed to get to 
Tallarico and the slow progress of 
bringing him to the surface—along 
with the mine on which he was 
snagged—began. 
Because Tallarico was under ter­ 
rible water compression so long, 
doctors on the rescue launch warn­ 
ed that bringing him up immed­ 
iately would kill him. So despite 
the cold and long exposure, the 
lifting 
operation 
halted 
every 
dozen feet or so to give his body 
a chance to adjust. 
The task continued under the 
boat’s spotlights after darkness 
fell. Finally, at 7 p.m., Joe came 
to the surface. 
The boat raced ashore. There 
an ambulance rushed him 100 
yards to the building housing the 
decompression equipment. 
Navy physicians were 
aston­ 
ished. 
One 
a t t e n d a n t 
said, 
“Frankly, I wouldn’t have given 
a plugged nickel for his life.”

Diver Saved After Being 


Pinned Below 9 Hours 


SOLOMONS. Md. m — Amazing 
Joo 
Tallarico, 
apparently 
un­ 
harmed after being trapped nearly 
nine hours in the chilly depths of 
the Patuxent River, said today, 
“I’m ready to go down again right 
away.” 
The 
S5-year-okl 
Navy 
diver 
walker unassisted last night from 
a decompression chamber where 
he had spent four hours after 
being lifted from the floor of the 
river, 120 feet down. 
Tallarico, a former Chicagoan 
with 10 years’ experience as a 
diver, was caught below when his 
lines became fouled on an anchor 
attached to a test mine he had 
gone down to recover. 
Fifteen 
other 
Navy 
divers 
worked in relays to free him from 
waters off the naval ordnance 
laboratory test facility about 70 
miles southeast of Washington. 
Afterwards, Tallarico told news­ 
men: 
“The toughest part was the cold. 
After I had been down four hours 
I got disgusted—I thought I never 
would come up again. 
“Did I say any prayer»? Plenty 
of them.” 
Tallarico’s 
slender, 
dark-eyed 
wife, Carmela, pressed through the 
circle of newsmen and rushed in­ 
to her husband’s arms. Joe kissed 
her fervently, 
Tallarico dived from a Navy 
launch yesterday morning for a 


routine job, requiring not more 
than 18 minutes. 
He had been in the water about 
15 minutes when he reported his 
air hose fouled around the anchor. 
Boatswains Mate William G. 
Fisher of Williamsport, Pa., went 
down and found Tallarico literally 
pinned to the mine. 
Other divers went down, one 
after the other, but could not even 
reach Tallarico in the now-rushing 
tide. 
Finally Chief Gunners Mate 
Gray Renegar managed to get to 
Tallarico and the slow, progress of 
bringing him to the surface—along 
with the mine on which he was 
snagged—began. 
Because Tallarico was under ter­ 
rible water compression so long, 
doctors on the rescue launch warn­ 
ed that bringing him up immed­ 
iately would kill him. So despite 
the cold and long exposure, the 
lifting 
operation 
halted 
every 
dozen feet or so to give hi» body 
a chance to adjust. 
The task continued under the 
boat's spotlights after darkness 
fell. Finally, at 7 p.m., Joe came 
to the surface. 
The boat raced ashore. There 
an ambulance rushed him 100 
yards to the building housing the 
derompression equipment. 
Navy physicians were aston­ 
ished. 
One 
a t t e n d a n t 
said, 
“Frankly, I wouldn’t have given 
a plugged nickel for his life.”

A child who stutters or stam ­ 
mers needs expert treatm ent, but 
you parents can do a lot to help 
him overcome his difficulty. 
Although stammering and stut­ 
tering are different speech defects, 
the terms generally are used inter­ 
changeably and the same patient 
may have both conditions. 


M O R E S E V E R E FO R M 
A person who stutters has d iffi­ 
culty in beginning a word or syl­ 
lable and usually repeats the first 
part of it frequently, Stam m ering, 
on the other hand, is a more severe 
form and means difficulty in u t­ 
tering certain sounds at all. Stam ­ 
mering is not accompanied by rep­ 
etition. 
About 30 per cent of afflicted 
children outgrow the difficulty. If 
stammering or stuttering begins 
before the age of four, it can gen­ 
erally be cured perm anently by 
treatm ent. Most cases begin be­ 
fore the age of six. B u t if the 
trouble persists u ntil the age of 
eight or ten, it m ight become per­ 
manent. 


W O R K S TO O F A S T 
In most cases of stammering 
and stuttering, the brain seems to 
be working too fast for the articu­ 


lating apparatus. The spasm which 
results 
m om entarily 
prevents 
a 
word being spoken or interrupts 
it as it is spoken. 
W h ile heredity seems to play 
an im portant part in these cases, 
other possible causes appear to be 
digestive disorders or disturbances 
of the respiratory tract such as 
adenoids, im pairm ent of general 
health 
and 
excitement. 
These 
speech disorders are much more 
common in boys than in girls.

Although stammering and stut­ 
tering are different speech defects, 
the terms generally are used inter­ 
changeably and the same patient 
may have both conditions. 
MORE SEVERE FORM 
A person who stutters has diffi­ 
culty in beginning a word or syl­ 
lable and usually repeats the first 
part of it frequently, Stammering, 
on the other hand. Is a more severe 
form and means difficulty in ut­ 
tering certain sounds at all. Stam­ 
mering is not accompanied by rep­ 
etition. 
About 30 per cent of afflicted 
children outgrow the difficulty. If 
stammering or stuttering begins 
before the age of four, it can gen­ 
erally be cured permanently by 
treatment. Most cases be^n be­ 
fore the age of six. But If the 
trouble persists until the age of 
eight or ten, it might become per­ 
manent. 
WORKS TOO FAST 
In most cases of stammering 
and stuttering, the brain see:ms to 
be w o rk in g too fa s t fo r th e a r t ic u ­ 


lating apparatus. The spasm which 
results momentarily prevents a 
word being spoken or interrupts 
it as it is spoken. 
While heredity seems to play 
an Important part in these cases, 
other possible causes appear to be 
digestive disorders or disturbances 
of the respiratory tract such as 
adenoids, impairment of general 
health and excitement. These 
speech disorders are much more 
common in boys than in girls. 
If yow child stammers or stut­ 
ters. build up his general health 
and eliminate any nervous ten­ 
dency. Do not focus too much at­ 
tention on his difficulty and do 
not discuss it continually. 
If he is naturally left-handed. 
It might be a good idea to let him 
remain that way. 
SPEAK SLOWLY 
Try to prevent him from talking 
too rapidly. This does not mean 
you should make him stop in the 
middle of a sentence and have him 
start over again. Instead, advise 
him to say what he has to say 
slowly and in short sentences. Tell 
him to speak in a low voice. 
There are also vocal gymnastics 
and exercises which help relax 
the muscles. These, however, should 
be taught by an expert.

State Must Change Attitude 
On Highway, Transit Plans 


“Engineering of expressways is only one 
third of the traffic planning problem. The 
other two thirds are planning for mass tran­ 
sit on the expressways and for parking of 
cars when they come off.” 
T hat was a statement by Perry G. Ander- 
% 
son, president of the International Down­ 
town Executives Association. It is a concept 
of an overall problem which the state 
Division of Highways as well as planners in 
t 
the Bav Area might well ponder. 
Freeways today are radiating out of San 
Francisco in all possible directions, leaving 
the transit and parking problems to take 
care of themselves. Until this year legisla­ 
tion specifically prohibited use of highwav 
funds for construction of bus stops. And 
even now the Division of Highways is not 
allowed to provide parking areas in the 
neighborhood of bus stops, even if parking 
areas were destroyed in construction of 
traffic interchanges. 
State of Illinois is attacking the problem 
on a more reasonable basis. Instead of build­ 
ing roads for automobile use onlv, no Illinois 
highway or freeway is built or reconstructed 
without approval of the rapid transit facility - 
in the area through which it passes. 
T he state is going still further. We've seen 
a letter recently in which J. P. Tuthill, 
district engineer for the Illinois Department 
of Public Works and Buildings, told the 
Chicago Metropolitan Expressway System 
the state’s position in regards to financing 
rapid transit facilities: 
“ 1—T he state is willing to consider the 
cost of right-of-way, which will be made 
available to the transit facility, as a high way 
cost. 
“2—The state is willing to consider the

T hat seems to us a far-seeing point of 
view\ Illinois obviously has come to under1 
stand that highways and rapid transit are 
not competing, but cooperating mediums. 
Illinois is whiling to place a highway where 
it will be a convenient transit facility and 
pay the added costs of right-of-way and fill 
needed for a transit operation in connection 
with the highway. 
The state has discovered it is cheaper to 
provide that little extra space than to pro­ 
vide additional highways to carry the cars 
of persons who would ride the transit if it 
were available. 
This is not some problem of the future 
for the Bay Area. It’s here now. For example, 
a freeway is being planned along the Embar­ 
cadero in San Francisco from the Bay Bridge 
to Golden Gate Bridge. There should be 
space provided there for rapid transit. None 
is. 
Division of Highways, Department of 
Public Works and the state Legislature 
should all change their attitude toward high­ 
way construction. We urge these units, and 
particularly

own 
assemblyman

senator, to do everything in their power to 
broaden their view’s and laws on this sub­ 
ject.

Us On New 


UN Members 


On the question of the adm is­ 
sion of new 
members 
to the 
United Nations we have been 
outw itted by the Soviet Union 
and have been landed in a box 
from which there is no graceful 
exit. 
The affair is a horrible exam ­ 
ple of how to lose face, of how 
to lose influence, of how to make 
this country* look foolish—for no 
better reason th a t the men at 
the top did not stop to think 
about w hat was happening and 
w hat they were doing. 


THE U.N. HAS 
60 
members 
and since 1950 no new member 
has been adm itted. Every appli­ 
cant has been blackballed either 
by the Soviet Union or by the 
W estern nations. This has ex­ 
cluded the 
Soviet 
satellites — 
Bulgaria, 
Rum ania, 
Hungary, 
Albania and O uter Mongolia. It 
has excluded among others Italy, 
Austria, Portugal, Finland, J a ­ 
pan—and Spain, which did not 
apply until very 
recently 
be­ 
cause it knew th at the Soviet 
Union would use its veto. 
It has long been obvious th at 
the only way to break the dead­ 
lock was by a deal w ith the So­ 
viet Union. We would have to 
stop vetoing their satellites if 
they would stop vetoing our cli­ 
ents. 


THE IDEA OF the so-called 
package deal was, as a m atter 
of fact, first proposed 
by 
the 
United States in 
1946. 
There 
were 
then 
nine 
applicants— 
among them not only Portugal, 
Iceland and Sweden but also, 
we 
may 
note, 
O uter 
M on- * 
golia. We proposed th a t in spite 
of our misgivings about Albania 
and O uter Mongolia, all nine 
should be adm itted on the prin­ 
ciple of "Universality of m em ber­ 
ship." 
N ationalist 
China 
supported 
the American proposals. John 
Foster Dulles, who was then an 
alternate delegate to the G en­ 
eral Assembly, presumably sup­ 
ported the American position. It 
wras the 
Soviet 
Union 
which 
blocked th a t package deal, in­ 
sisting on considering each ap­ 
plicant separately. 


THE IDEA OF a package deal 
was revived seriously last sum ­ 
mer, and the 
leadership 
was 
taken by Canada. There were 
then 21 applicants. C anada pro­ 
posed th a t all the applicants, ex­ 
cept only the divided countries 
of Korea and Vietnam, be ad­ 
m itted in one package. 
Canada got th e support of 25 
members to sponsor its proposal 
to adm it 17 applicants. It was 
known in Septem ber th a t the 
Soviet Union was probably pre­ 
pared to adm it 16—all but J a ­ 
pan. At about 
th a t 
time—on 
Sept. 23—Spain applied. T hen 
there were 18 
nations 
in 
the 
C anadian package. 


THE SOVIET UNION, 
swal­ 
lowing hard over Spain and J a ­ 
pan, 
nevertheless 
s w a llowed 
them . This m eant th a t there was 
no further obstacle on the So­ 
viet side 
to 
adm itting 
Italy, 
Spain, Portugal, Ireland, Aus­ 
tria, Finland and Japan. 
At this point Dulles and Henry 
Cabot Lodge gagged 
a t 
O uter 
Mongolia. They 
could 
swallow 
Albania. They could not swallow 
O uter Mongolia. 
The result, which they did not 
foresee, though they should have 
foreseen it, was to 
isolate 
the 
U nited States as the sole o b -. 
stacle to the admission of Italy, 
Spain, Jap an 
and 
the 
other 
countries whose good will m eans 
so m uch to us. W hen Dulles was 
recently in Rome and in M a­ 
drid, he heard from both coun­ 
tries on th a t subject. 


THIS IS WHAT I m eant by 
saying th a t we have been out­ 
witted. Once the Soviet Union 
accepted the package which in­ 
cluded Spain and Japan, it was 
sheer folly for the United States 
to make a fuss about Outer M on­ 
golia. If we were really serious 
about swallowing th a t gnat, it 
would m ean th a t we would get 
all the blame not only from the 
18 applicants who would be ex­ 
cluded but from akno6t all the 
other 60 members who favor the 
package deal. 
The proof th a t we have been 
outwitted is our present position. 
We do not dare to veto Outer 
Mongolia, though th a t is w hat 
we should do if a serious m atter 
of principle were involved. We 
are going not to vote a t all, th a t 
Is to say to abstain. 


BUT THAT IS not the whole 
of it. We do not dare to have the 
package deal fail because of the 
worldwide 
approbrium 
which 
will come upon us if it does. As 
we do not wish to vote for Outer 
Mongolia openly, we are driven 
to the hum iliating 
business of 
working behind the 
scenes 
to 
persuade other nations th at, des­ 
pite our own 
abstention, 
they 
should vote for O uter Mongolia 
and put the deal through. 
For men who are continually 
proclaiming their

There's Too Much Time Lag 
Between Budget, Expenditures 


SACRAMENTO 
(CNS) — Ap­ 
parently, there still is too m uch 
tim e between adoption of a state 
budget and the concluding bud­ 
get period, as shown by the re­ 
port of State Controller Robert 
C. Kirkwood. The 
report 
re ­ 
vealed a state surplus in the 
general fund of $76,488,908 as of 
June 30, 1955, 
a 
figure 
more 
th an $13 million above even the 
revised 
estim ates 
of 
surplus 
m ade during the later p art of 
July. 
The annual budget, of course, 
allows 
for better 
com putation 
th an did the biennial budgets 
used until the constitution was 
changed to provide for a yearly 
session of the Legislature and 
the adoption of a budget in the 
spring for the subsequent fiscal 
year. 


BUT HERE IS HOW the time 
lapses, in which there are con­ 
tinual changing business condi­ 
tions and consequent changes in 
state revenue, work. 
For approxim ately 
a 
m onth 
now, the State D epartm ent of 
Finance, and the legislative au­ 
ditor have been 
scanning 
the 
1956-57 state budget. This means 
th a t most of the state depart­ 
m ents, which prepare their own 
budgets, started in 
this 
work 
last summer. 
In other words, 
the 
depart­ 
m ents sta rt preparation 
of 
a 
budget alrhost a t the same time 
their current budget goes into 
effect, or a year ahead of the 
effective date. 


AFTER THE departm ent fin­ 
ishes padding its individual bud­ 
get, the D epartm ent of Finance,

State Must Change Attitude 
On Highway, Transit Plans 


“Engineering of expressways is only one 
third of the traffic planning problem. The 
other two thirds are planning for mass tran­ 
sit on the expressways and for parking of 
cars when they come off.” 
That was a statement by Perry G. Ander­ 
son, president of the International Down­ 
town Executives Association. It is a concept 
of an overall problem which the state 
Division of Highways as well as planners in 
the Bay Area might well ponder.

And 
even now the Division of Highways is not 
allowed to provide parking areas in the 
neighborhood of bus stops, even if parking 
areas were destroyed in construction of 
traffic interchanges. 
State of Illinois is attacking the problem 
on a more reasonable basis. Instead of build­ 
ing roads for automobile use only, no Illinois 
highway or freeway is built or reconstructed 
without approval of the rapid transit facility 
in the area through which it passes. 
The state is going still further. 1Ve*ve seen 
a letter recently in which J. P. Tuthill, 
district engineer for the Illinois Department 
of Public Works and Buildings, told the 
Chicago Metropolitan Expressway System 
the state's position in regards to financing 
rapid transit facilities: 
“ 1—The state is wdlling to consider the 
cost of right-of-way, which wu'll be made 
available to the transit facility', as a highway 
cost.

UN Members 


On the question of the admis­ 
sion of new members to the 
United Nations we have been 
outwitted by the Soviet Unicm 
and have been landed in a box 
from which there la no graceful 
exit. 
The affair is a horrible exam­ 
ple of how to lose face, of how 
to lose influence, of how to make 
this country*look foolish—for no 
better reason that the men at 
the top did not stop to think

THE U.N. HAS 80 members 
and since 1950 no new member 
has been admitted. Every appli­ 
cant has been blackballed either 
by the Soviet Union or by the 
Western nations. This has ex­ 
cluded the Soviet satellites — 
Bulgaria, 
Rumania, 
Hungary, 
Albania and Outer Mongolia. It 
has excluded among others Italy, 
Austria, Portugal, Finland, Ja­ 
pan—and Spain, which did not 
apply until very 
recently 
be­ 
cause it knew that the Soviet 
Union would use Its veto. 
It has long been obvious that 
the only way to break the dead­ 
lock was by a deal with the So­ 
viet Union. We would have to 
stop vetoing their satellites if 
they would stop vetoix\g our cli­ 
ents. 


THE IDEA OF the so-called 
package deal was, as a matter 
of fact, first proposed by the

John 
Foster Dulles, who was then an 
alternate delegate to the Gen­ 
eral Assembly, presumably sup­ 
ported the American position. II 
was the Soviet Union which 
blocked that package deal. In­ 
sisting on considering each ap­ 
plicant separately. 


THE IDEA OF a package deal 
was revived seriously last sum­ 
mer. and the 
leadership 
was 
taken by Canada. There were 
then 21 applicants. Canada pro­ 
posed that all the applicants, ex­ 
cept only the divided countries 
of Korea and Vietnam, be ad­ 
mitted in one package. 
Canada got the support of 25 
members to sponsor Its proposal 
to admit 17 applicants. It was 
known in September that the 
Soviet Union was probably pre­ 
pared to admit 16—all but Ja­ 
pan. At about

THIS IS WHAT I meant by 
saying that we have been ^out­ 
witted. Once the Soviet Union 
accepted the package which In­ 
cluded Spain and Japan, it was 
sheer foljy for the United States 
to make a fuss about Outer Mon­ 
golia. If we were really serious 
about swallowing that gnat, it 
would mean that we would get 
all the blame not only from the 
18 applicants who would be ex­ 
cluded but from almost all the 
other 80 members who f avor the 
package deal. 
The proof that we have been 
outwitted is our present position. 
We do not dare to veto Outer 
Mongolia, though that is what 
we should do if a serious matter 
of principle were Involved, We 
are going not to vote at all, that 
Is to say to abstain. 


BUT THAT IS not the whole 
of it. We do not dare to have the 
package' deal fail because of the 
worldwide

we do not wish, to. vote for Outer 
Mongolia openly, wt are driven 
to the humiliating business of 
working behind the scenes to 
persuade ottier nations that, des­ 
pite our own abstention, they 
should vote for Outer Mongolia 
and put the deal through.

SACRAMENTO (CNS>—Ap­ 
parently, there still is too much 
time between adoption of a state

The annual budget, of course, 
allows for better computation 
than did the biennial budgets 
used until the constitution was 
changed to provide for a yearly 
session of the Legislature and 
the adoption of a budget in the 
spring for the subsequent fiscal 
year.

AN’D ADLAI Stevenson, who 
thought he was putting Ms best 
foot forward in starting his drive 
for the‘presidency on a note of 
"moderation,” suddenly discov­ 
ered that a couple of very prom­ 
inent 
Democrati 
abhor 
the 
word. 
In the 1952 campaign Dulles 
may have thought he was "con­ 
structive” with his blasts at the 
Democrats’ foreign policy. They 
didn’t seem to think so at the 
time and may even throw some 
of his 1952 speeches back at him 
in 1956. 
' 
In 1952 he said, "Ws should 
create crises for Russia instead 
of Russia creating crises for us.” 
He’s been secretary since 1953 
but tMs country has created no 
crises for Russia. 


IN 1952 HE SAID many na­ 
tions feared the United States 
"may rashly preciptate atomio 
warfare.” But Dulles, as secre­ 
tary, reportedly gave American 
allies the Jitters when he talked 
of "massive retaliation” against 
the Reds. 
In 1952 he proposed a plan to 
"disintegrate the empire of So­ 
viet Russia” from within. How? 
By "passive resistance, slow- 
dofms and non-cooperation” in 
the satellitee. 
This got such a bad reaction 
—to some Dulles seemed to be 
urging the 
unarmed 
satellite' 
people to revolt against their 
Communist masters—that a few 
days later he said he meant only 
there were "peaceful ways” to 
do the Job. 
But in the years since Dullee 
became secretary, the satellites 
are Just'as firmly satellites as 
before. 


IT WAS IN his Nov. 19 speech, 
outlining his program if elected 
President, that Stevenson said, 
"Moderation the spirit of the 
times.” He added that modera­ 
tion must not be confused with 
stagnation. 
This didn’t sit well with New 
York’s Oov, AvereU Harrlman, 
who Insists he’s not actively 
seeking the Democratic presi­ 
dential nomination although ha 
has made so many speeches 
lately that some people are un- 
convinc'ed.. 
He told a news conference— 
the day after Stevenson’s speech 
—there is no such word as 
"moderate” in the Democratio 
party. It Is not known whether 
Harriman looked up the word 
before he used it 
But the American College Dic­ 
tionary says of "moderation”: 
quality of being moderate, re­ 
straint; avoidance of extremes; 
temperance.

IF HARRIMAN doesn’t want 
to be considered moderate, he 
can hardly want to be considered 
the opposite, which is immoder­ 
ate. The dictionary says of "im­ 
moderation”: exceeding Just or 
reasonable limits; excessive; ex­ 
treme. 
Although Harriman hasn’t said 
anyhting so far that makes any 
program he has look much dif­ 
ferent from Stevenson’s, he nev­ 
ertheless got* a lot of publicity 
mileage out of his criticism.

In 1975, California's 
Road Worries Over 


(This te the second of two 
stories on how planners and 
leaders in many fields believe 
California will develop in the 
next 20 years. It details the water 
and highway systems of th f fu­ 
ture and gives an inkling of city 
and farm expansion.)

Although as big in miles as it 
was in 1955, California in this year 
of 1975 is, for all practical pur­ 
poses, much smaller—thanks to a 
magnificent freeway system which 
makes almost any part of the state 
easily accessible. 
In 1955 there were few freeways 
beyond the big cities. But look at 
what we have now! 
Four to eight-lane freeways ex­ 
tend the full length of this 800- 
mile-long state and stretch from 
ocean to eastern boundaries from 
the three big coastal cities. 
Highway 101 is a freeway from 
the Oregon line to the Mexican 
border. So is Highway 99 from 
above Yreka south to Indio and 
Calexico. 
Crossing the state as freeways 
are U.S. 20 from San Francisco to 
Nevada, U.S. 66 from San Bernar­ 
dino to Needles, U.S. 91 from Bar- 
stow to Las Vegas, Nev., and U.S. 
80 from San Diego to Yuma, Ariz. 
UP TO EIGHT LANES 
The expressways are four lanes 
wide in rural areas, widening to 
eight through and around qities. 
Another of the state’s new life­ 
lines is the Feather River water 
project, the biggest water distrib­ 
uting system in the world. The 
710-foot high Feather River Dam 
near Oroville was completed years 
ago. Much of the pipeline has been 
laid. But there is still considerable 
work to be done. 
This great waterway has tinned 
the wastelands green 
Visitors say it is hard to believe 
th at the Mojave and Colorado 
deserts once were real deserts. 
The waterway is the main reason 
there are 190,000 farms in Califor­ 
nia compared with 140,000 in 1955. 
It has made the once-barren Bor­ 
rego Valley northeast of San Diego 
an 
agricultural 
area 
and 
has 
brought under cultivation thou­ 
sands of once arid acres in the 
southern San Joaquin Valley. 


DESERTS CONVERTED 
Many of the so-called desert 
badlands have been converted and 
made productive by leaching, or 
soaking out the harm ful minerals. 
The heartland valleys—the Sac­ 
ramento and the San Joaquin— 
produce more crops than ever. 
Santa Barbara and Ventura Coun­ 
ties have increased their outputs 
tremendously to feed the teeming 
metropolitan population.

Althou^ as big in miles as it 
was In li>55, CalUomia in this year 
of 1975 is, for all practical pur­ 
poses, much smaller—thanks to a 
magnificent freeway system which 
makes almost any part of the state 
easily accessible. 
In 1955 there were few freeways 
beyond the big cities. But look at 
what we have now! 
Four to eight-lane freeways ex­ 
tend the full length of this 800- 
mile-long state and stretch from 
ocean to eastern boundaries from 
the three big coastal cities. 
Highway 101 is a ireeway from 
the Oregon line to the Mexican 
border. So is Highway 99 from 
above Yrefca south to Indio and 
Calexico. 
Crossing the state as freeways 
are U.S. 20 from San Francisco to 
Nevada, U.S. 66 from San Bernar­ 
dino to Needles, U.S. 91 from Bar- 
stow to Las Vegas, Nev., and U.S. 
80 from San Diego to Tuma, Arlz. 
UP TO EIGHT LANES 
The expressways are four lanes 
wide in rural areas, widening to 
eight through and around qities. 
Another of the state’s new life­ 
lines is the Feather River water 
project, the biggest water distrib­ 
uting system in the world. The 
710-foot high Feather River Dam 
near Oroville was completed years 
ago. Much of the pipeline has been 
laid. But there is still considerable 
work to be done. 
This great waterway has turned 
the wastelands green. 
Visitors say it is hard to believe 
that the Mojave and Colorado 
deserts once were real deserts. 
The waterway is the main reason 
there are 190,000 farms in Califor­ 
nia compared with 140,000 in 1955. 
It has made the once-barren Bor­

DESERTS CONVERTED 
Many of the so-called desert 
badlands have been converted and 
made productive by leaching, or 
soaking out the harmful minerals.

Santa Barbara and Ventura Coun­ 
ties have Increased their outputs 
tremendously to feed the teeming 
metropolitan population.

INDUSTRY IN DESERT 
An assured water supply has 
moved a big part of Southern Cali­ 
fornia’s biggest Industry onto the 
desert. While aircraft parts are 
manufactured in the coastal val­ 
leys as before, the parts now are 
assembled In desert factories. 
Los Angeles and San Francisco 
remain the west’s largest manufac­ 
turers. They lead in shipbuilding. 
And Los Angeles continues to 
lead the nation In making aircraft, 
movies, homes, canned seafood and 
refrigeration and heating equip­ 
ment. In addition, it now tops the 
country in producing autos, trail­ 
ers, sjibrts clothes, and rubber, 
concrete and plastics products, to 
name a few. 
As to what’s happened to Cali­ 
fornia’s natural resource^' New 
deposits of iron have come to light 
in both Northern and Southern 
Callfomia. The big oil industry, al­ 
though Its activity is tapering off 
inland, is booming In tidelands 
fields. Mining interest is centered 
in the radioactive minerals, espe­ 
cially thorium, now used In creat­ 
ing radioactive materials. There 
was little or no use for it 20 years 
ago. 
ABUNDANT TIMBER 
The state does have the natural 
resources to feed one of her great­ 
est industries—home building. She 
still has abundant timber from her 
northern counties and cement from 
her deserts near San Bernardino. 
Incidentally, the northern part 
of the state is as picturesque as 
you remember it. It has grown the 
slowest, populationwlse. And the 
state has preserved the beautiful 
Sequoia parks along the Redwood 
highway. 
With its p l a n n e d cities. Its 
planned deserts and! ts planned 
wilderness, Callfomia is Amer­ 
ica’s new playground and melting 
pot. It has many lures. 
And there always seems to be a 
reservoir of people watching for a 
chance to move here. When eco­ 
nomic conditions are unfavorable, 
they wait. ’Then when times are 
good, they start chorusing, "Call­ 
fomia.

W arren H. W illiams reported today 
there has been a steady increase 
in the flow of Christm as cards 
and packages through the post of­ 
fice the past few days. 
He pointed out th a t packages 
addressed to other states should 
all be mailed before next Monday 
and those for nearby points before 
Dec. 10. 
Stressing the need for everyone 
to cooperate on the 1955 “Mail 
Early for C hristm as” campaign, 
W illiams said th a t by following 
these three rules, you’re certain 
to have your gifts delivered before 
C hristm as Day: W rap them se­ 
curely, address them correctly and 
m ail them early. 
He went on to say, “Of course 
early mailing of 
all Christm as 
cards and gifts is a big factor in 
getting everything delivered before 
Christm as. 


EQUALLY IMPORTANT 
“Keep 
in 
m ind 
th a t 
careful 
packing and correct addressing is 
equally 
im portant. 
Every 
year 
m any poorly wrapped packages 
break open despite careful h an d ­ 
ling and we often have to puzzle 
over addresses which are incom­ 
plete or simply cannot be read at 
all.” 
Advance care in preparing gift 
packages for the m ails and m aking 
sure th a t all addresses are legible 
and complete will prevent disap­ 
pointm ent to sender and receiver 
alike. 
“If you have any articles of u n ­ 
usual size or bulk, better check 
w ith the post office before a t­ 
tem pting to m ail them ,” W illiams 
warns. “The limits on size and 
weight of packages varies, depend­ 
ing on where you mail your pack­ 
age from.” 


PACKAGE LIMITS 
Some post offices cannot accept 
packages th a t are more th an 72 
inches in combined length and 
girth, nor more th an 20 pounds in 
weight. In others, the limits go up 
to 100 inches in combined length 
and girth and 70 pounds in weight. 
It is always better to use corru­ 
gated cartons for shipping gifts, 
especially where there are a num ­ 
ber of various sized objects. Use 
plenty of wadded tissue or news­ 
paper in the cartons for extra pro­ 
tection against shock. Complete 
each package by wrapping in heavy 
paper and tying it with strong 
cord. 
As extra precaution against loss, 
W illiams advises placing both the 
return address and the recipient’s 
address inside the carton or pack­ 
age before it is wrapped. 
Don't seal the parcel unless you 
include a notice reading “Contents 
merchandise—may be opened for 
postal inspection” along with your 
return address and the recipient’s 
address on the mailing label. 
If you use Christm as stickers or 
seals put them on the back of your 
cards and packages, so th a t they 
will not conflict with the address 
on the front. Before you release 
your packages be sure th a t proper 
postage is firmly affixed to each, 
and it’s a good idea to place a 
piece of transparent cellophane 
tap« over the address portion of

Suit Over 
Big Timber , 
Loss Settled 
PORTLAND (U.R) — An out-of- 
court settlem ent for $100,000 in a 
one-m illion-dollar 
damage 
suit 
brought against the E. K. Wood 
Lum ber Co. by the government 
for alleged negligence in controll­ 
ing a 1951 forest fire was reported 
here Wednesday. 
U.S. Dist. Judge W illiam East 
dismissed the governm ent com­ 
plaint on stipulation of both litig­ 
ants after which Manley B. Stray- 
er, attorney for the lum ber com­ 
pany, handed a check for $100,000 
to U.S. Atty. C. E. Luckey. 
In another consideration of the 
settlem ent, the company conveyed 
to the governm ent half of a sec­ 
tion of tim ber in Douglas County, 
roughly equivalent to the O & C 
tim ber destroyed in the fire. 
The government had alleged act­ 
ual damages of about $500,000 for 
tim ber destroyed by the fire and 
for costs in fighting it. Double 
damages had been asked, 
Still pending in federal court 
was a $2,717,020 suit Involving the 
same Douglas County fire. Long- 
Bell Lumber Co. and the G ardiner 
Lumber Co. seek the damages from 
the E. K. Wood Co. 
The com plaint asserted negli­ 
gence in blasting operations sta rt­ 
ed the blaze th a t destroyed 13 
million feet of cold-decked tim ­ 
ber owned by the G ardiner com­ 
pany and 11,000 acres of young 
tim ber owned by Long-Bell.

“The extrem e tem peratures, in 
com bination with high winds and 
abnormally low hum idities, creat­ 
ed a reign of fire and holocaust 
between Aug. 27 and Sept. 13,” he 
told cham ber members. 
“Light­ 
ning and thoughtless action on the 
part of many people started 436 
fires . . . 
“N ine-tenths of the fires were 
controlled a t less than 300 acres. 
Forty-one fires burned 
between 
300 and 80,000 acres. More than 
one and a quarter billion board 
feet of trees went up in flames 
—equivalent to one-fourth of C al­ 
ifornia’s annual lumber produc­ 
tion. The functioning of w ater­ 
sheds has been seriously impaired. 
Homes, roads, orchards and other 
improvements lying in and below 
the burned areas will be subject­ 
ed 
to 
damage 
from 
potential 
floods . . . 


JOB AHEAD 
“Replanting with trees should be 
done before brush takes over the 
areas . . . The im m ediate job 
ahead Is to salvage the killed tim ­ 
ber in less than two years. 
The 
next most im portant job is to re­ 
forest the logged and burned areas 
w ithin four to five years.” 
Jam es said the dem and for lum ­ 
ber will continue upward if “pop­ 
ulation forecasters are correct in 
stating there will be 21 million 
people by 1975. Californians are 
prodigious users of wood — some 
500 board feet per capita 
each 
year, twice the national average.” 
The figures on California timber 
resources were given by President 
Charles T. Gray of the Stockton 
Box Co. He said it would take 12 
million railroad boxears to held 
the state’s sawtim ber — trees 11 
inches or o ter in diam eter. 


‘GREATEST RESOURCES’ 
“A train of th a t m any boxcars 
would reach around the earth at 
the equator 
four 
and one-half 
times,” G ray said. He concluded, 
“Our forests can be our greatest 
resources to use and fully enjoy.” 
Seth Gordon, director, Califor­ 
nia 
D epartm ent 
of 
Fish 
and 
Game, Sacram ento, told the cham ­ 
ber members: 
“Fish and game is an annual 
billion-dollar industry in Califor­ 
nia . . . Fresh-w ater angling prob­ 
ably is C alifornia’s most popular 
'outdoor sport. In 1948 we planted 
2,500,000 
catchable 
trout. 
Next 
year we will plant 6.750,000 catch- 
ables. The Fish and Game Com­ 
mission just last m onth adopted a 
policy th a t wre should plant trout 
no sm aller than 
seven-and-one- 
half inches in length.” 
Of deer hunting, Gordon said: 
“A simple change in the Fish 
and Game Code, m aking it pos­ 
sible for the commission to set 
kill or perm it quotas for antlerless 
deer along with the regular sea­ 
sons under the regulatory powers 
section of the coae, would pave 
the way for better hunting and 
reduce damage to crops and range. 
Such a change by the Legislature 
would make possible an 
annual 
harvest of 200,000 deer 
without 
harm to the breeding stock, as 
against a harvest of 70,000 to 75,- 
000 bucks.”

Yule Mailing 
On Increase 
In San Rafael 
San Rafael Asst. Postmaster 
Warren H. Williams reported today 
there has been a steady Increase 
In the flow of Christmas cards 
and packages through the post of­ 
fice the past few days. 
He pointed out that packages 
addressed to other states should 
all be mailed before next Monday 
and those for nearby points before 
Dec. 10. 
Stressing the need for everyone 
to cooperate on the 1955 “Mail 
Early for Christmas'* campaign, 
Williams said that by foUowing 
these three rules, you’re certain 
to have your gifts delivered before 
Christmas Day; Wrap them se­ 
curely, address them correctly &nd 
mail them early. 
He went on to say, "Of course 
early maUing of all Christmas 
cards and gifts is a big factor In 
getting everything delivered before 
Christmas. 
EQUALLY IMPORTANT 
“Keep in mind that careful 
packing and correct addressing is 
equally important. Every year 
many poorly wrapped packages 
break open despite careful hand­ 
ling and we often have to puzzle 
over addresses which are incom­ 
plete or simply cannot be read at 
all."Advance care in preparing gift 
packages for the mails and making 
sure that all addresses are legible 
and complete will prevent disap­ 
pointment to sender and receiver 
alike. 
“If you have any articles of un­ 
usual size or bulk, better check 
with the post office before at­ 
tempting to mail them," Williams 
warns. ‘"The limits on size and 
weight of packages varies, depend­ 
ing on where you mail your pack­ 
age from." 
PACKAGE LIMITS 
Some post offices cannot accept 
packages that are more than 72 
inches in combined length and 
girth, nor more than 20 pounds in 
weight. In others, the limits go up 
to 100 inches in combined length 
and girth and 70 pounds in weight. 
It is always better to use corru­ 
gated cartons for shipping gifts, 
especially where there are a num­ 
ber of various sized objects. Usé 
plenty of wadded tissue or news­ 
paper in the cartons for extra pro­ 
tection against shock. Complete 
each package by wrapping in heavy 
paper and tying It with strong 
cord.As extra precaution against loss, 
Williams advises placing both the 
return address and the recipient’s 
address inside the carton or pack­ 
age before it Is wrapped. 
Don’t seal the parcel nn.lp.a« you 
Include a notice reading “Contents 
merchandise—^may be opened for 
postal inspection" along with your 
return address and the recipient’s 
address on the mailing label. 
If you use Christmas stickers or 
seals put them on the back of your 
cards and packages, so that they 
will not conflict with the address 
on the front. Before you release 
your packages be sure that proper 
postage is firmly affixed to each, 
and it's a good Idea to place a 
piece of transparent cellophane 
tape over the address portion of

Suit Over 
Big Timber. 
Loss Settled 
PORTLAND (U.PJ — An out-of- 
court settlement for $100,000 in a 
one-million-dollar damage suit 
brought against the E. K. Wood 
Lumber Co. by the government 
for alleged negligence in controll­ 
ing a 1951 forest fire was reported 
here Wednesday. 
U.S. Dist. Judge William East 
dismissed the government com­ 
plaint on stipulation of both litig­ 
ants after which Manley B. Stray- 
er, attorney for the lumber com­ 
pany, handed a check for $100,000 
to U.S. Atty. C. E. Luckey. 
In another consideration of the 
settlement, the company ccmveycd 
to the government half of a sec­ 
tion of timber In Douglas County, 
roughly equivalent to the O & C 
timber destroyed in the fire. 
The government had alleged act­ 
ual damages of'about $500,000 for 
timber destroyed by the fire and 
for costs in fighting it. Double 
damages had been asked.

Bell Lumber Co. and the Gardiner 
Lumber Co. seek the damages from 
the E, K. Wood Co. 
The complaint asserted negli­ 
gence in blasting operations start­ 
ed the blaze that destroyed 13 
mrilion feet of cold-decked tim­ 
ber owned by the Gardiner com­ 
pany and 11,000 acres of young 
timber owned by Long-Bell.

The figures on California timber 
resources were given by President 
Charles T. Gray of the Stockton 
Box CO. He said It would take 12 t 
million railroad boxCars to held 
toe state’s sawtimber — trees 11 
inches or over in diameter, 
‘GREATEST RESOURCES’ 
"A train of that many boxcars 
would reach around the earth at 
toe equator four and one-half 
times,” Gray said. He concluded,

Seth Gordon, director, Califor­ 
nia Department of Fish and 
Game, Sacramento, told the cham­ 
ber members:

The Fish and Game Com­ 
mission just last month adopted a 
policy that we should plant trout 
no smaller than sevcn-and-one- 
half Inches in length." 
Of deer hunting, Gkirdon said: 
“A simple change In the Fish 
and Game Code, making It pos­ 
sible for the commission to set 
kill or permit quotas for antlerless 
deer along with the regular sea­ 
sons imder the regulatory powers 
section of the code, wouM pave 
the way for better hunting and 
reduce damage to crops and range.
